HISTORY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  BY  DOCTOR  FERNALD 

Robert  J.  Aley 

A  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  I  had  an  interview  with  Dr.  M.  C. 
Fernald  and  attempted  to  interest  him  in  writing  a  history  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maine.  He  said  that  he  had  thought  some  of  undertaking 
such  a  task  but  had  felt  that  because  he  had  been  so  much  a  part  of 
the  institution  it  would  be  egotistical  on  his  part  to  become  its  histo- 
rian. I  presented  to  him  various  arguments  to  show  that  it  was  a  duty 
that  he  ought  to  perform,  inasmuch  as  he  was  the  only  man  who  could 
write  such  a  history  from  first  hand  knowledge.  He  took  the  matter 
under  advisement.  About  a  week  later  I  saw  him  again  and  he  agreed 
to  undertake  the  work  of  telling  the  story  of  the  University  of  Maine. 
He  went  at  the  work  with  the  carefulness  and  thoroness  that  has  char- 
acterized 'him  in  the  performance  of  all  his  duties.  Fortunately  he  had 
kept  newspaper  clippings,  reports,  and  magazine  articles  bearing  upon 
the  development  of  the  institution  from  its  beginning  to  the  present. 
These,  together  with  his  unusual  memory  of  the  events  of  which  he 
had  been  a  part,  gave  him  the  material  from  which  he  has  constructed 
a  most  interesting  history.  He  threw  himself  into  the  work  without 
reserve  and  I  believe  enjoyed  it  fully.  I  doubt  if  in  his  whole  life  he 
did  another  year's  work  that  gave  him  more  genuine  joy  than  the  last 
year  of  his  life  which  was  devoted  to  this  pleasant  task.  We  are  ex- 
ceedingly fortunate  that  the  manuscript  was  finished  before  he  was 
called  to  his  reward. 

The  story  which  Doctor  Fernald  has  produced  is  one  that  will  interest 
every  alumnus  and  friend  of  the  institution.  The  older  students  will 
enjoy  it  because  it  tells  of  the  struggles  of  which  they  were  a  part. 
The  later  students  will  value  it  because  it  shows  how  securely  the  foun- 
dations of  the  present  uinversity  were  laid  by  those  who,  in  the  early 
years,  were  willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  'that  was  necessary.  The  citi- 
zens of  the  State  will  appreciate  it  because  it  portrays  in  a  vivid  way 
the  growth  of  one  of  the  State's  great  institutions. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  immediate  publication  of  the  volume. 
It  will  be  a  book  octavo  in'  size,  containing  more  than  400  pages,  with 
numerous  illustrations  of  men  and  buildings.  The  book  will  be  made 
by  one  of  the  largest  and  best  book  making  firms  in  the  country.  It 
will  be  well  printed  on  good  paper  and  tastefully  bound.  The  price 
will  be  $2.50.  In  order  that  we  may  know  how  large  an  edition  to 
have  printed,  we  are  asking  that  the  alumni  and  old  students  make 
advance    subscriptions.     In   this   issue   of   the   Bulletin,    you   will   find  a 
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blank  which  may  be  filled  out,  signed,  and  mailed  to  the  President  of 
the  University.  This  will  entitle  the  subscriber  to  a  copy  of  the  book 
as  soon  as  it  is  issued.  He  will  be  expected  to  remit  upon  receipt  of 
the  book.  Whatever  profit  accrues  from  the  publication  of  the  history 
will  go  to  the  estate  of  Doctor  Fernald.  As  loyal  friends  and  former 
students,  we  owe  it  to  him  to  make  that  profit  as  large  as  possible  by 
making  it  necessary  to  have  a  large  edition  of  the  history  printed.  The 
book  will  be  printed  from  type  and  therefore  but  a  single  edition  will 
be  issued.  Unless  you  get  a  copy  from  the  first  edition,  you  cannot 
be   supplied. 

UNIVERSITY  UNION  NEEDED 
Robert  J.  Aley 

There  is  great  need  at  the  University  of  Maine  for  a  large  and 
properly  furnished  building  to  serve  as  a  common  center  of  student 
life.  Such  a  building  would  do  much  to  unify  the  interests  of  the  stu- 
dents and  to  create  the  best  sort  of  university  spirit.  The  students 
themselves  thru  their  various  organizations  nave  expressed  themselves 
strongly  in  favor  of  such  a  building.  They  realize  fully  the  urgent 
need  of  something  of  this  sort. 

A  union  building  would  be  used  for  so  many  purposes  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  enumerate  all  of  them.  Some  of  the  more  important  ones  are : 
offices  for  the  various  athletic  organizations,  the  musical  clubs,  the 
Christian  Associations,  the  various  student  clubs,  arid  the  Campus  board. 
It  would  also  furnish  the  opportunity  for  clean,  well-controlled  recrea- 
tion. It  should  be  provided  with  pool  and  billiard  rooms,  bowling  alleys, 
and  such  other  equipment  as  may  be  necessary  in  a  well-regulated  club 
house. 

In  a  union,  the  students  of  all  classes  and  all  organizations  would  meet 
upon  a  common  level.  Fraternity,  club,  and  class  distinctions  would  be 
forgotten.  All  could  unite  in  getting  the  needed  recreation  under  the 
best  of  conditions.  The  various  student  activities  could  be  carried  on 
with  much  greater  success  than  at  present.  Such  a  building  would  also 
furnish  a  good  center  for  returning  alumni  arid  old  students,  for  in  this 
building  they  could  meet  their  friends  and  the  student  body. 

There  is  no  upper  limit  to  the  cost  of  such  a  building.  One  of  the 
great  western  universities  is  at  present  engaged  in  a  campaign  to  raise 
$750,000  for  a  union  building.  We  ought  to  have  at  the  University  of 
Maine  a  building  costing  not  less  than  $100,000.  It  would  be  far  better 
if  we  could  put  into  it  $200,000.  The  need  is  urgent.  Every  alumnus 
should  become  interested  in  seeing  that  this  need  is  met. 

AGRICULTURAL  EXTENSION  SERVICE 

The  Extension  Service  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  comprises  ex- 
tension work  in  agriculture  and  home  economics,  most  of  which  is  con- 
ducted in  the  form  of  projects. 
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Project  statements  covering  extension  work  involving  the  use  of 
Federal  or  State  Smith-Lever  funds  are  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  his  approval.  In  addition  to  the  Smith-Lever  projects, 
certain  others  are  supported  by  university  and  General  Education 
Board  funds. 

The  principal  projects  under  way  are:  general  organization,  includ- 
ing administration  and  publications;  county  representatives  wortc;  ex- 
tension work  in  dairying,  soil  fertility,  poultry  management,  home  eco- 
nomics ;  boys'  agricultural  clubs ;  girls'  garden  and  canning  clubs ;  farm 
management  demonstrations;  correspondence  courses  in  agriculture  and 
home  economics ;   lecture  service  and  advice  by  mail. 

Extension  Representatives  are  now  located  in  ten  counties :  Franklin, 
Piscataquis,  Sagadahoc,  York,  Cumberland,  Hancock,  Kennebec,  Ox- 
ford, Penobscot,  and  Washington.  The  types  of  extension  work  in  use 
by  the  County  Representatives  are  farm  demonstrations  of  various 
kinds,  extension  schools,  organization  of  boys'  agricultural  clubs,  girls' 
garden  and  canning  clubs,  cow  test  associations,  local  breeders'  asso- 
ciations, study  clubs,  cooperation  with  existing  agricultural  organiza- 
tions,   agricultural   surveys,   and  demonstration  meetings. 

The  farm  demonstrations  carried  in  1915  represent  two  fairly  dis- 
tinct types,  economic  production  and  farm  management. 

The  economic  production  demonstration!  takes  into  consideration 
every  process  in  the  handling  of  a  single  farm  enterprise,  such  as  the 
growing  and  marketing  of  potatoes  and  fruits  or  the  management  of  a 
dairy  business.  Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  economic  production 
demonstrations  were  carried  in  1915  in  102  towns,  located  in  nine  coun- 
ties. The  work  in  Piscataquis  county  did  not  begin  until  September  1, 
191 5  and  no  demonstrations  were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  farm  management  demonstration  comprises  all  the  farm  enter- 
prises, and  therefore  considers  the  business  of  the  farm  as  a  whole  in 
its  effect  upon  the  labor  income  of  the  farmer.  In  conducting  this 
type  of  demonstration  certain  towns  or  areas  containing  eighty  or  more 
farms  are  selected  and  records  are  taken  of  the  business  of  all  farmers 
located  in  the  area  selected  who  are  willing  to  cooperate  in  the  demon- 
stration. Records  of  the  business  of  these  farms  will  be  retaken  for 
ai  least  two  succeeding  years  to  determine  the  economic  value  of  any 
reorganization  of  the  farming  business  that  may  have  been  undertaken 
as  a  result  of  the  demonstration.     Five  separate  areas  were  worked  in 

1915  and  the  records  of  470  farms  taken,  the  data  computed,  classified, 
and  returned  to  the  farmer,  together  with  such  recommendations  as 
seemed  desirable. 

Twenty-eight  extension  schools  were  held  during  the  winter  of  191 5 
with  an  attendance  of  5,476  people.     The  extension  school  season  for 

1916  opened  with  a  greater  demand  for  this  type  of  work  than  could 
possibly  be  satisfied.  Not  less  than  50  extension  schools  of  various 
kinds  will  be  held  during  the  present  winter.  The  home  economics 
schools   offered   this    year    for   the   first   time   met   with    an   enthusiastic 
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response  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide  an  assistant  to  the 
Home  Economics  Extension  Representative  during  the  school  season. 
Organization  work  includes  the  organization  of  boys'  agricultural 
clubs,  girls'  garden  and  canning  clubs,  cow  test  associations,  and  assist- 
ance in  the  organization  of  various  other  farmers'  associations.  The 
organization  of  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  was  begun  in  1914.  The  pioneer 
work  of  the  first  year  created  considerable  interest  and  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  a  larger  an'd  more  aggressive  organization  during  the  past 
year.  The  number  of  clubs  organized  and  the  membership  of  the  clubs 
for  1915  were  as   follows :

The  annual  state  contest,  open  to  winners  of  prizes  in  the  local  con- 
tests, was  held  at  Orono  in'  December  and  was  attended  by  more  than 
one  hundred  club  members  and  local  leaders.  The  sweet  corn  facto- 
ries of  Maine  'have  contributed  $2,525.  This  sum  is  to  be  divided  into 
prizes  of  varying  amounts  and  awarded  to  the  highest  score  winners  in 
the  sweet  corn  clubs  of  the  State.  Other  prizes  of  large  value  have 
also  been  offered  by  towns,  granges,  organizations  of  different  kinds, 
and  interested  citizens  of  the  State.  An  active  campaign  which  promises 
to  increase  the  club  membership  to  1,500  'is  now  under  way. 

Six  Cow  Test  Associations  have  been  organized  in  four  counties  by 
the  County  Representatives  who  are  actively  cooperating  with  the  asso- 
ciations in  their  educational  work. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  cooperated  in  holding  meetings, 
demonstrations,  and  lecture  courses  with  organizations  of  all  kinds,  in- 
cluding the  Grange,  cow  test  associations,  breeders'  associations,  schools, 
social  organizations,  and  boards  of  trade. 

Exhibits  and  demonstrations  illustrating  Agricultural  Extension 
methods  and  results  were  given  at  the  three  State  fairs,  four  county 
fairs,  four  poultry  shows,  one  industrial  exhibition,  and  ait  the  annual 
meetings  of  four  State  wide  farmers'  associations.  28,559  people  at- 
tended these  demonstrations. 

The  county  extension  work  presents  splendid  opportunities  for  per- 
sonal contact  with  the  individual  farmer,  and  while  it  is  the  plan  "f 
the  Service  to  work  with  farmers  in  groups  as  largely  as  possible,  the 
opportunity  for  personal  calls  by  the  representatives  is  not  neglected. 
In  accordance  with  this  understanding,  the  County  Extension  Repre- 
sentatives made  7,173  personal  calls,  made  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  con'cerning  farm  practice  of  all  kinds  and  investigating  farm 
conditions  and  needs. 
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Approximately  75  persons  registered  in  the  correspondence  courses 
the  past  year.  This  number  might  easily  have  been  doubled  if  provi- 
sion could  have  been  made  for  correcting  the  examination  papers  sub- 
mitted. It  is  hoped  that  the  difficulties  in  this  respect  may  be  met  in  the 
near  future  and  that  this  type  of  work  may  be  developed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  who  may  desire  to  use  it. 

The  lecture  service  continues  to  develop  rapidly  although  the  type  of 
lectures  is  changing  somewhat,  chiefly  because  of  the  introduction  of 
the  county  extension  work.  There  appears  to  be  a  growing  demand  for 
the  neighborhood  meeting  consisting  of  lectures  and  demonstrations, 
and  usually  attended  by  a  smaller  number  of  people  comprised  chiefly 
of  those  of  the  neighborhood.  There  were  688  meetings  held,  with 
42,830  people  in  attendance,  arid  an  average  attendance  of  62. 

The  "advice"  service  has  developed  during  the  last  few  years  with 
great  rapidity.  In  1915,  the  County  Extension  Representatives  gave 
advice  concerning  special  farm  problems  to  1,447  farmers,  and  approxi- 
mately 30,000  letters  were  written  in  reply  to  letters  of  inquiry  from 
people  of  the  State.  During  the  year  52,100  copies  of  11  extension 
bulletins  were  issued.  A  record  was  not  kept  of  the  several  thousand 
circulars  and  circular  letters  made  in  the  office  on  a  duplicating  ma- 
chine, used  to  answer  inquiries  or  disseminate  information  when  a  bul- 
letin was  not  required  or  where  funds  or  time  did  not  permit  a  bulletin 
to  be  printed.

TECHNOLOGY  EXTENSION  SERVICE  AND  EXPERIMENT 

STATION 

From  the  Morrill  land  grant  act  and  the  definition  of  mechanic  arts, 
we  find  three  lines  of  work  laid  down  for  the  land  grant  institutions  : 
first,  professional  engineering,  collegiate  courses ;  second,  mechanic 
arts  extension  work;  third,  engineering  experiment  station  work. 

Ever  since  engineering  took  its  position  among  the  recognized  pro- 
fessions, institutions  'have  been  giving  instruction  fulfilling  the  first  of 
the  above  objects,  but  it  is  only  within  a  few  years  that  much  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  engrieering  extension  work. 

For  some  time,  it  has  appeared  that  a  field  existed  in  Maine  whereby 
the  university  could  carry  information  and  advice  to  those  engaged  in 
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the  mechanic  arts  and  be  of  as  much  use  to  them  as  our  College  ot 
Agriculture  has  been  to  the  farming  industry  of  the  State.  As  no 
mortey  was  available  for  this  purpose,  it  was  necessary  to  begin  the 
work  in  a  small  way  at  places  located  near  Orono.  The  assistance  of 
the  Bangor  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  asked  and  received  and  even- 
ing classes  in  electricity  and  mechanical  drawing  were  conducted  in 
that  city  for  two  years.  Classes  in  these  subjects  were  also  conducted 
at  Derby  during  the  second  winter.  A  series  of  technical  lectures  was 
given  in  Bath,  and  several  pulp  and  paper  demonstrations  in  at  least 
three  mills  of  the  State. 

The  reception  accorded  this  work  appeared  to  show  that  the  success 
of  such  a  movement  would  be  assured  and  the  trustees  accordingly  made 
a  small  appropriation  and  allowed  part  of  the  time  of  an  instructor  for 
the  present  year.  It  has  been  necessary  to  add  still  another  man  to 
the  faculty  and  to  engage  the  services  of  two  alumni  for  night  school 
work.  Classes  are  now  being  held  in  Waterville  and  Lewiston  in  elec- 
tricity and  mechanical  drawing  and  calls  for  other  subjects  have  been 
refused.  The  personnel  of  the  classes  has  exceeded  our  expectations 
and  the  interest  shown  is  very  gratifying.  Arrangements  had  been 
made  for  conducting  classes  in  Dexter  at  the  shops  of  one  of  the 
manufacturing  plants,  but  owing  to  the  rush  of  orders  for  war  muni- 
tions the  men  were  obliged  to  work  over  time  which  forced  us  to 
defer  our  classes  at  that  place. 

Our  plans  for  next  year  include  giving  of  advanced  courses  in  Wa- 
terville and  Lewiston,  and  the  addition  of  several  other  towns  to  our 
list. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  last  June,  it  was  voted  to 
create  a  Technology  Experiment  Station.  This  station  is  organized 
along  the  lines  similar  to  that  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
and  its  board  of  control  consists  of  the  President  of  the  University  as 
Chairman,  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Technology  as  secretary,  with  the 
heads  of  the  departments  of  Chemistry,  Civil,  Electrical,  and  Mechani- 
cal Engineering.  The  objects  of  the  station  are  to  carry  on  practical 
research  in  engineering  subjects,  make  investigations  for  State  boards 
and  municipal  authorities,  furnish  scientific  information  to  the  indus- 
tries of  the  State,  and  distribute  accurate  scientific  knowledge  to  the 
people  of  the  State. 

A  four-page  monthly  bulletin  was  authorized  to  be  published  for  the 
first  year.  Three  of  these  bulletins  are  already  in  print.  The  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  has  been  a  most  profitable  investment, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  a  Technology  Experiment  Sta- 
tion, with  its  large  field,  would  be  of  as  great  value  to  the  manufac- 
turing industries   of   the   State. 

It  must  be  realized  that  only  a  beginning  can  be  made  until  funds 
are  forthcoming  to  defray  the  expenses  of  actual  investigation  and 
research.  Several  state  institutions  have  very  strong  experiment  sta- 
tions, and  it  is  hoped  that  before  many  years  Maine  may  take  ner 
place  among  'them.

SIGMA  NU  HOUSE 

The  new  Sigma  Nu  house,  now  in  process  of  erection,  is  located  on 
the  campus  between  the  old  house  and  the  Theta  Chi  house.  It  will  be 
of  Italian  villa  style,  with  exterior  of  stucco,  three  stories  high.  In  addi- 
tion to  twelve  studies,  providing  accommodations  for  35  men,  with 
separate  sleeping  quarters,  there  will  be  a  reception  hall,  lounging  room, 
parlor,  dining  room,  kitchen',  matron's  quarters,  store  room,  and  space 
for  a  chapter  room.  The  total  cost  of  construction  will  be  about  $15,000. 
The  members  of  the  chapter  expect  to  occupy  the  house  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  fall  semester. 

SCHOLARSHIP   AVERAGES    OF    STUDENT    ORGANIZATIONS 

Last  year  the  Committee  on  Student  Activities  presented  in  the 
Alumni  Bulletin  a  table  showing  the  scholastic  standing  of  the  various 
student  organizations  for  the  year  1913-14.  Similar  data  is  now  given 
for  1914-15.  The  data  for  the  fall  semester  of  the  present  year  is  not 
yet  available. 
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Grades  are  reported  to  the  Registrar's  office  in  letters.  For  the  present 
purpose  these  grades  are  given  numerical  values,  with  A  counted  as  4, 
B  as  3,  C  as  2,  D  as  1,  E  as  0,  and  F  counts  as  o  for  double  the  number 
of  hours.  These  are  the  same  values  used  in  determining  Commence- 
ment honors,   etc. 

In  gerteral  the  membership  of  each  student  organization  was  taken 
as  given  in  the  Prism  issued  last  year. 

The  averages  for  the  fraternities  do  not  always  agree  exactly  with 
the  averages  used  in  the  Registrar's  office  in  determining  the  award 
of  the  Senior  Skull  cup,  owing  to  slight  differences  in  the  methods 
used  in  handling  the  data.  In  the  first  table,  in  the  column  headed 
"Number,"  is  given  the  membership  of  the  organization  during  the  fall 
semester.  The  number  in  the  spring  semester  is  in  most  cases  the 
same  or  but  slightly  different.  In  the  second  table  is  given  the  relative 
position  of  the  general  fraternities  for  each  of  the  four  semesters  of 
1913-14  and  1914-15.  Organizations  in  each  group  in  the  first  table  are 
arranged  in  order  of  their  scholarship  standing  for  the  fall  semester 
of  IQI4-I5-

CHANGES   IN  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


NEW    MEMBERS 

Frederick  Hastings  Strickland  of  Bangor  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  board  by  Governor  Curtis,  April  28,  191 5,  succeeding  John  M. 
Oak  of  Bangor  whose  term  had  expired.  Mr.  Strickland  was  born  at 
Bangor,  Sep.  9,  1856,  and  is  a  son  of  William  H.  Strickland,  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  its  president  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in 
1891.  He  was  educated  in  the  Bangor  public  schools  and  at  the  High- 
land Military  Academy,  Worcester,  Mass.  He  has  been  in  the  lumber 
business  since  his  school  days  and  is  a  director  of  the  Second  National 
Bank  and  a  trustee  of  the  Penobscot  Savings  Bank.  He  was  appointed 
lieutenant  colonel  on  Gov.  H.  M.  Plaisted's  staff,  in  1881,  and  was 
elected  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  Second  Regiment,  Maine  Volunteer 
Militia,  in  1882.  From  1883  until  1886,  when  he  resigned,  he  was  major 
and  brigade  inspector  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  John  Marshall  Brown,  brig- 
adier general  commanding  the  first  brigade,  M.  V.  M.     He  was  elected 
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a  member  of  the  Maine  House  of  Representatives  in  1907  and  was  re- 
elected in  1909  and  191 1.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
the  Tarratine  Club,  and  the  Conduskeag  Canoe  and  Country  Club. 

Charles  Swan  Bickford  of  Belfast,  who  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  board  by  Governor  Curtis,  last  fall,  to  succeed  Hon.  W.  R.  Pat- 
tangall,  resigned,  traces  his  ancestry  'to  three  colonial  governors.  He 
was  born  in  Belfast,  July  17,  i860,  and  attended  the  Belfast  public 
schools,  entering  Maine  in  1879  and  graduating  in  1882  in  the  curriculum 
in  Science  arid  Literature.  He  was  active  in  college  affairs,  serving  for 
two  years  as  an  editor  of  The  Pendulum  and  for  three  years  as  mana- 
ger of  the  baseball  team,  during  one  of  which  it  for  the  first  time 
defeated  a  team  from  another  college.  He  won  the  prize  in  the  sopho- 
more declamation  contest  and  an  honorable  mention  in  the  junior  prize 
theme  competition,  and  was  class  historian  his.  senior  year.  He  taught 
in  grade  and  high  schools  at  intervals  from  the  age  of  12  until  his 
graduation  'from  college,  and  then  entered  the  employ  of  Swan  and 
Sibley  Brothers  (wholesale  grain  merchants),  with  whom  he  remained 
until  1889  when  he  went  into  newspaper  work  in  which  he  remained 
five  years,  as  proprietor  and  editor  of  the  Aroostook  Herald,  Brunswick 
Telegram,  and  Belfast  Age.  In  1894  he  became  a  stockholder,  director, 
and  secretary  of  the  Swan  and  Sibley  Company,  and  on  its  reorganiza- 
tion in  191 1  as  the  Swan-Whitten-Bickford  Company  (wholesale  gro- 
cers and  grain  merchants)  continued  in  the  same  offices.  He  served  one 
term  as  a  member  of  the  Belfast  city  council,  ten  years  as  member  of 
the  Belfast  school  committee,  during  nine  of  which  he  was  its  chair- 
man, and  is  now  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Belfast 
public  library,  of  which  he  was  formerly  a  member  for  three  years, 
serving  one  year  as  its  chairman.  He  was  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  University  of  Maine  Alumni  Association,  1888-91,  and  its  president 
in  1895,  and  has  been  a  representative  at  large  on  the  Alumni  Advisory 
Council  since  its  organization  in  1908.  Since  his  graduation  he  has  been 
present  at  every  Commencement  except  one,  when  the  critical  illness  oi 
a  business  partner  prevented.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Red  Men,  Sons 
of  the  Revolution,  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America,  Massachusetts 
Historic-Genealogical  Society,  and  Beta  Theta  Pi. 


DEATH    OF    MR.    MARTIN 

William  Albert  Martin  of  Houlton,  member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
since  1912  and  clerk  of  the  board,  died  at  Grace  Hospital,  Richmond, 
Va.,  Feb.  23,  1916,  from  pneumonia,  following  injuries  and  exposure 
six  days  earlier  in  a  wreck  on  the  Seaboard  Air  Line.  Mr.  Martin  was 
born  in  Houlton,  July  3,  1874,  and  was  educated  in  the  Houlton  schools 
and  Ricker  Classical  Institute.  Circumstances  made  it  impossible  for 
him  to  attend  college  and  this  was  always  a  matter  of  the  keenest  re- 
gret to  him.  He  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  John  Watson  and  Com- 
pany, starch  manufactures  and  hardware  dealers  and  one  of  the  largest 
mercantile  houses  in  the  county.     He  was  president  of  the  Aroostook 
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Trust  Company,  the  largest  banking,  house  in  the  county,  with  deposits 
of  over  a  million  dollars.  He  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the 
Houltori  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  was  its  first  president.  He  was 
a  member  of  all  the  Masonic  bodies  of  Houlton  and  prominent  in 
social  and  charitable  organizations,  and  he  was  connected  with  many 
matters  of  importance  in  the  financial,  agricultural,  and  social  affairs 
of  Aroostook  County.  His  cooperation  fifteen  years  ago  made  possi- 
ble the  work  of  the  Maine  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  on  the 
control  of  the  potato  blight.  Iri  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  pow- 
dery scab  two  years  ago  he  made  several  trips  to  Augusta,  Boston, 
New  York,  and  Washington.  As  an  indication  of  appreciation  of  his 
efforts  in  this  connection,  citizens  of  Aroostook  County  presented  him 
wi'th  a  watch,  chain,  and  seal,  and  the  Aroostook  Grange  with  a  loving 
cup.  In  connection  with  Professor  Stuart  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  he  founded  the  National  Potato  Growers 
Association,  an  organization  of  importance  to  potato  growers  of  the 
entire  country.  Governor  Haines  named  Mr.  Martin  as  trustee  of  the 
University  of  Maine  to  fill  the  position  he  had  himself  occupied  for  a 
quarter  of  a  oentury.  After  hesitation  as  to  accepting  the  appointment, 
he  decided  to  do  so  and  in  order  that  he  might  better  understand  local 
problems  visited  other  institutions  to  learn  of  their  equipment  and 
work.  He  attended  annual  conventions  of  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  and  thus  came  into  immediate  contact  with  leaders 
in  these  lines.  By  virtue  of  his  experience  in  large  financial  affairs,  his 
knowledge  of  special  problems,  his  conception  of  the  functions  of  a 
State  University,  his  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  trusteeship,  and  his 
high  standing  as  a  citizen,  his  death  is  a  great  loss  to  the  university.

Wyckoff  Pipe  and  Creosoting  Co.,  N.  Y.  City. 

The  committee  to  nominate  candidates  for  representative  of  the 
College  of  Agriculture  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Jordan  consisted  of  Ralph  W.  Redman,  1912, 
Edward  H.  Kelley,  1890,  and  Paul  W.  Monohon,  1914.  The  nominees
